Egypt, Israel agree to 
disagree on key issues 

TEL 4 VfV, June 7 iRl— Israel's chirr negotiator in the talks with 
Kg y pi on Palestinian autonomy in the occupied West Bonk and the 
Gu/a Strip returned from Eg> pt today and said the (wo countries had 
agreed to disagree on key points. 

Interior Minister Yowl Burg, said: “The talks were very friendly 
and we agreed on all the many procedural and administrative ques- 
tions. Bui there were important points on which wc agreed to dis- 
agree.'’ 

These included the question »r occupied Jerusalem, which Israel 
has proclaimed as its capital and says is not negotiable. 

Dr. Burg said that the other imiin point uf difference was Israel's 
view that Jews had the right in settle in the occupied areas. 

From Cairo, Reuter reported that Kgy pt and Israel agreed today .to 
buhl to ire-monthly meetings along uith l ..X‘. officials in a drive to 
settle their deep differences over Palestinian self-rule. 

The agreement emerged from a 90-minulc meeting in Cairo bet- 
ween Egyptian Prime Minister Muslapha Khalil and Dr. Burg. Dr. 
Khalil said the talks were “very friendly and constructive.'* 

The meeting was designed to arrange procedure for a second round 
of formal talks on Palestinian autonomy due to he held in Egypt's 
Mediterranean port of Alexandria next Monday . The First round took 
place in Israel’s Naqab Desert town or Beerxheba on .May 25. 

Premier Khalil said he and Dr. Burg had agreed that the autonomy 
negotiatiunx, to be attended by American delegates, should be held 
twice a month. He said a tentative date on June 25 had been set for a 
third round of talks in the Israeli resort of Herzlia. just north of Tel 
Aviv . 

Premier Khalil told correspondents that he and Dr. Burg had 
reviewed '‘all problems between the two countries, but had mainly 
concentrated on procedural matters” for the Alexandria meeting. 

He said there was a completely different atmosphere between the 
Egyptians and Israelis since they signed thdr peace treaty in March. 

The Egyptian Prime Minister, in answer to questions hut deariy 
referring to Mr. Begin'* latest remarks on the Palestinian issue, said 
the two sides should avoid “all kinds of provocative statements.'' 

Dr. Khalil said without elaboration that the Egyptian and Israeli 
negotiators planned in Alexandria to form two committees which 
would work independently for the bi-monthly autonomy llaks.

LISBON. June 7 (R) — Portuguese President Antonio Rama (ho 
Ennvv today accepted the resignation of the non-party government 
of Prime Minister Carlos Mota Pinto and said he would begin con- 
sultations with parliamentary political parties tomorrow on finding a 
solution to the crisis. 

A statement said Professor Mota Pinto would remain in office until 
a new government look over. 

It said Gen. Eanes had made his decision after consulting the 
19-member Military Council of the Revolution, the nation’s con- 
stitutional watchdog which he heads as commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces who ousted nearly half a century *of right-wing 
dictatorship in 1974. 

The statement made no mention of an early dissolution of par- 
liament and the calling of elections within 90 day*, but neither did it 
rule out such an eventuality. 

Professor Mota Pinto. 42. Europe’s youngest premier, offered to 
resign last night complaining that the concerted opposition of the 
Socialists and the Communists, who command a majority in par- 
liament, prevented him from governing. 

The present political crisis began last July when Gen. Banes dis- 
missed Socialist leader Mario Soares as premier after the Con- 
servatives withdrew support from the Sociaiist-led government over 
a disagreement on land policy and a proposed socialist national 
health scheme. 

The president’s first anempt to appoint a non-party premier 
immediately afterwards failed. Technocrat Alfredo Nob re Da 
Cosia's administration lasted a mere 17 days. The present gov- 
ernment had survived for six months. 


Israeli planes 
fly over 
Beirut camps 

BEIRUT. June 7 (Rh- Israeli 
planes swept over Palestinian 
refugee camps in Western Beirut 
several limes today, drawing 
anti-aircraft fire, but making no 
attacks, Palestinian sources said. 
The number of the sorties was 
unusual, though there are almost 
daily reconnaissance flights over 
Beirut and southern Lebanese vil- 
lages. 

The intensified flights came a 
day after Palestinian commandos 
and their leftist allies started with- 
drawing from civilian areas in 
southern Lebanon to avert the 
threat of further Israeli attack.* on 
villages in the region. 

Reports from the south said 
Israeli planes also flew over the 
southern Lebanese coast and w ere 
fired on as they approached the 
port city of Sidon. 

Israeli and Lebanese rightist 
gunners shelled Pnlcstinian-lcftist 
strongholds in the Nnbatiych area 
today, wounding a woman and 
damaging several houses, com- 
mando sources said.

Autonomy-seeking Iranian- Arabs 

Will they succeed in last chance to achieve that aim? 


“KHORRAMSHAHR, Iran, June 7 (R) - "The Arabs' 
arc desperate. You can expect anything from them 
because they know this is their last chance to achieve 
their aim — autonomy” warned a westen diplomat here. 

The despair of Iran’s Arab minority is easy to detect iu 
Iran’s w-ealthiest province — Khuzesian — on whose oil 
the rest of the country’ depends for its economic survival. 

In the provincial capital of Ahwaz, an Arab taxi driver 
points to the office of the governor general and shouts 
"death to {Rear Admiral Ahmad) Madani,’' but it is is 
the slums of Khorram&hahr — Iran’s largest port on the 
border with Iraq - that Arab feeling is running highest. 
It is here thar the worst - off Arabs live. 

On Khorramshahr s main Chclmetri Avenue, the 
Arab slum dwellers after Iasi February’s revolution tore 
down a brick wall erected by the Shah’s administration 
to hide their unsightly cluster of thousands of mud-huts. 
"!r is wc who produce the oU and look what wc have — 
slum houses, do water, no electricity, no roads, no doc- 
tors. no schools” is almo£ the universal cry as one 
pushes through the narrow alleys of wretched hovels. 

The Arabs of Khuzesian are mainly poor. They have 
mental jobs and live in squalid conditions compared to 
the other, non-Semitic Iranians who have come to 
exploit the privince’s oilfields. 

Hostility between the Arabs and Persians is deep- 
rooted. Xt goes back to the Arab conquest of 64] A.D. 

. which brought Islam, the religion of the desen, to Aryan 
Iran. From having once been the undisputed masters of 
this country, many Arabs now feel they are being treated 
assecond-dass citizens by the Persians.. 

Daring the Anglo-Peraan war of 1857, the Arabs of] 


Khorramshahr rose an«J butchered the Persian garrison. 
Four month. 1 : after this year’s February revolution. Arab 
resentment hurst again and the ensuing clashes lure left 
at least 100 dead in four days according »o diplomatic 
source*. The militias fighting on the government side 
were almost exclusively Persian. 

Resurgent Arab nationalism is the latest ethnic prob- 
lem to bedevil the revolutionary government in Tehran, 
which since the overthrow of the Shah has already had to 
face an uprising by the Kurds on the wextern frontier 
with Iraq and another one by the Turkomans on the 
northeastern frontier with rhe Soviet Union. What is 
special about the case a( Khuzesian is that whoever 
controls this province controls the wealth of Iran. 

The poverty of the Arabs and (he lack of rep- 
resentation on local government bodies arc problems 
inherited from the monarchy, which the new gov- 
ernment hus pledged tu solve. But the revolution pushed 
people's hopes all over Iran io unprecedented height* 
and they all want their demands satisfied at once. 

Admiral Madani, who is chief of the Iranian navy as 
well as governor-general of Khuzcstan, firmly believes 
that “only 2.000 say 3,000 or even 20.000 or 30,000 
Arabs if you wafil”'QTe against Iran's Islamic revolution. 
But in Ihe poor quarters of Khorramshahr or Ahwaz, 
Arab bitterness has turned into a deeply racial haired. 
“Even the Jews are better than these Persians.,” one taxi 
driver said. 

Many of the Arbs now opposed to the Tehran gov- 
ernment look up to an almost blind veteran religious 
leader. Ayatollah Sheikh Mohammad Taher A1 Shobeir 
Khaghani, as their figurehead. “ He is an honest man,. 


He is definitely the head of the Arabs, but hov. strong he 
i* and ro what extent he can control them I don’t know.” 
a western diplomat said in Khorramsruhr. It is a prob- 
lem the Ayatollah himself appears to he aware of. 

Pleading for the govern mem to come to an amicable 
understanding with the Arabs, the Ayatollah recently 
warned that unless the authorities heeded his voice, the 
situation might get out of his control. 

Aytollah Khagliani has said that :he Arabs might be 
forced to stage a crippling strike in the oil industry in 
order to impose their views on the government. 

According to Admiral Madani. only one million of 
Khuzcstun's 3.5 million inhabitants are Arabs. For 
Sheikh Karami. there are three million Arabs. Only one 
thing is ceiiain. the villages are indisputably Arab, bul 
the towns arc mixed. 

The government policy at first seemed to be to crush 
the Arab unrest by rounding up ringleaders. "Aut- 
onomy within 1 ran is all right but let's face it. what we are 
ail afraid of is civil war,*' a member of the pro-Khomeini 
revolutionary' committee said in Ahwaz. But in an 
abrupt reversal of policy, the government yesterday 
negotiated an agreement with Ayatollah Khaghani 
spiritual leader of the country’s Arab nationalists, to 
resolve the conflict between the Arab and Persian com- 
munities in Khuzesian. A formal agreement was signed 
between the Ayatollah and representatives of Prime 
Minister Mehdi Bazar gan. Admiral Madani, the army 
and the police. And as a gesture of conciliation. Admiral 
Madani ordered the release of 46 Arabs arrested during 
the Khorramshahr clashes. He said most of the remain- 
ing Arabs held by the authorities would be freed within 
the next two or three days.

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Playing with fire 


THE EGYPTIAN leadership still maintains with apparent 
seriousness that it is going into the current talks with Israel 
on Palestinian "autonomy" with the ultimate aim of gh ing 
the Palestinian people the mechanism with which to "claim 
their full right to self-determination." 

Yet these same Egyptian leaders are prepared to sit 
complacently while their Israeli negotiating partners line 
up. one after the other, to declare in no uncertain terms that 
this aim will never be realised. 

In the past few days alone, we have seen Mr. Moshe 
Dayan standing squarely on Egyptian territory and reciting 
the famous "three nocs" --"no" to an Israeli withdrawal to 
the 1967 borders, "no" to the return of East Jerusalem to 
Arab sovereignty and "no" to the establishment of a Pales- 
tinian state. Then came President Sadat's great and good 
friend Mr. Ezer Wcizman to the platform of the Herut 
party conference to repeat the same incantation, in order to 
bring himself hack into line with the mainstream of Zionist 
thinking, from which he was alleged to hare wandered. 
And. finally. Mr. Menachem Begin has sought to outdo all 
the others noi only by reciting the ritual chant, but by 
vowing to reoccupy the West Bank and Gaza by force if the 
"self-governing council" which the Palestinian autonomy 
talks are supposed to set up goes so far as to declare a 
Palestinian state, and vowing to arrest the members of that 
council into the bargain. 

Of course the chances of such a "self-rule council" ever 
being established in the Camp Da\id pattern are unlikely, 
to say the least, as not one single Palestinian personage of 
any complexion has been, or will be, found to participate in 
it. Mr. Begin's swaggering remarks make it certain that 
they never will be found. 

It has been pointed out time and again thar the Egy- 
ptian rulers are engaged in a classic exercise in futility. But 
the extreme position being adopted by the Israelis can no 
longer be written off merely as a bargaining tactic: even to 
set out to try and strike a compromise in such circumstances 
is an affront to every thing which the-Arabs totvcfuught and 
died for.

AL RA'I THURSDAY COMMENDS the decision made hv the 
PLO ami "Lebanese leftist forces" to withdraw from population 
centres in south Lebanon.

Unity is settling into 
new home in Amman

AMMAN. June 7 — A top Pales- 
tinian official in charge of socio- 
economic development has 
accused the United 5tatcs of back- 
ing Israel's policy of using its con- 
trol of basic resources in the 
occupied territories to promote an 
outflow of Palestinians from the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

Dr. Walid Oamhawi. President 
of the Palestine National Fund, 
told the Jordan Times in an inter- 
view here this week that there is an 
urgent need for the Lfnired 
Nations to monitor the trend of 
socio-economic conditions in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza, to 
put an end to "Israel's exploi- 
tation of the West Bank and Gaza 
resources to serve its own 
economy." 

Dr. Oamhawi. who is in charge 
of Palestinian economic and social 
development agencies and is the 
equivalent of the Palestinian 
finance minister, came to the 
Amman meetings of the Arab 
Economic Unity Council from 
Manila, where he represented the 
Palestine Liberation Committee 
nl Trade and Development. 

"Our position at the UNCT AD 
meeting was clear.” he said. "We 
proposed that UNCTAD establ- 
ish a unit to monitor the trade and 
development pattern of the 
occupied territories, to make 
known to the entire world the 
measures Israel has imposed tn 
exploit various economic 
resources of the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

"Israel has already confiscated 
about 23 per cent of the land, and 
ir is trying hard to put its hands on 
the water resources of the West 
Bank and Gaza. The military 
occupation authorities have not 
allowed the Palestinians there to 
dig any new wells without getting 
Israel's permission, which is only 
granted under certain conditions 
which limit the amount of water 
the Arab inhabitants can use. 
Israel's colonies, however, get all 
the water they need from the West 
Bank. 

"The trade pattern of the 
occupied areas also shows them 
becoming part of the Israeli- 
■economy, and. working in its ser- 
vice. in fields such 'as labour, 
agricultural production and water. 
The UNCTAD secretariat will 
form a committee to study the 
socio-economic development pat- 
terns of the occupied areas and 
submit u report to next year's U.N. 
conference on the new inter- 
national economic order. 

"The social and economic con- 
ditions of our people in the 
occupied areas are very difficult, 
and it is proving difficult to 
improve these conditions as long 
as the United Nations is domi- 
nated by American influence, and 
when endeavours to implement 
I'nited Nations resolutions are 
obstructed by the stubborn 
attitude ol non-recognition and 
hostility on the part of the Israeli 
occupation authorities. The 
United Nations system is tailing 
noi only our people, but is also 
tailing to cany out its mission to 
the world community by standing 
up lor the principles of its charter: 
Even the simple and rather inno- 
cent resolution we presented at 
UNCTAD was carried despite the 
threats and counter-lobbying ol 
the L riiiod States delegation. 

"This is in part why we fell 
compelled to make our reser- 
vations known against the atten- 
dance ol the United States as an 
observer at the meetings last 
month in Baghdad ol the United 
Nations Economic Commission 
for Western Asia (ECWA). We 
I cel the interests of the United 
Stales m the Middle East region 
are quite opposite to the best 
interests ol the people ot this reg- 
ion. and arc represented by the 
siandol the United States in refus- 
ing to recognise the existence or 
the Palestinian people and their 
rights." Dr. Oamhawi charged. 

He added that "the people in 
the occupied- territories need 


every form of assistance, in the 
fields of agriculture, housing, 
industry, social services and edu- 
cation. But Israel makes it difficult 
to provide assistance to them; 
instead. Israel's policy is to main- 
tain its occupation in order to' 
encourage the emigration of 
Palestinians out of the areas. They 
want the land without the people, 
nr as Levi Eshkol put it. they want 
the dowry but not the bride." 

He said that one form of chan- 
nelling technical aid to the people 
of the occupied territories is being 
attempted through an inter- 
agency task force representing all 
United Nations specialised agen- 
cies, and coordinated by the 
United Nations Development 
Programme. The task force has 
held two meetings and has sub- 
mitted a report to the UNDP on 
projects that should be studied 
and implemented in the occupied 
areas. Israel has refused to coop- 
erate with the task force, and has 
prohibited its members from 
entering the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza.

AMMAN, June 7 — The secretary 
general of the Council of Arab 
Economic Unity. Dr. Fakhri Qad- 
douri, today described as “very 
successful" the 33rd session of the 
council which was held here ear- 
lier this week. It was the first 
CAEU conference held in 
Amman since the council's head- 
quarters was' moved here from 
Cairo two months ago following.

the Palestinians.

" It would make use of all exist- 
ing mass media systems, and 
would bo mainly designed to teach 
our people tinder occupation, hut 
ii would also serve Arab citizens in 
neighbouring countries, such as 
Jordan. Syria or Lebanon. Espe- 
cially by using satellites and video 
systems, we can bring educational 
programmes to all the people of 
the region. Our aim i* to leach 
people, particularly in the sciences 
and the arts. This is not a political 
project. It's education. It's also a 
truly pioneering project in the 
Arab World." Dr. Oamhawi said. 


Mr. Afif Safieh. member of the 
office of the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the PLO. 
Mr. Yasser Arafat, said that 
“since Israel obviously does not 
ahide by United Nations Security 
Council Resolution 242, we can 
logically and legitimately ask the 
United States to withdraw its rec- 
ognition of the state of Israel." 

If the American pretexts for not 
talking to the PLO are true, in that 
they arc handicapped by their 
previous commitment to Israel not 
to recognise the PLO until the 
PLO accepts 242. then perhaps 
the United States should claim 
self-rule and the autonomy of its 
own administration from the 
Israeli government, so that the 
U.S. could then freely elaborate 
its own diplomacy. 



A permanent committee at 
■deputy minister’s level is to be set 
up to meet regularly to resolve 
obstacles or difficulties within the 
■Arab. Common Market. For 
example, some members don't 
permit imports of a particular 
product from a fellow member 
s.tate for protectionist reasons. 
The committee would work to 
remove such trade barriers. 


A second resolution aims at 
establishing two pan-Arab trans- 
portation networks, one by rail, 
the other by highway. Experts 
from all Arab countries had dis- 
cussed this idea and approved it in 
principle. Now CAEU is going a 
step further. If experts approve a 
final plan at a meeting in October, 
work on the project will begin "as 
soon' as possible," Dr. Qaddouri 
said. New roads and rail lines 
would be built where none exist 
now, and existing lines would be 
expanded and modified to 
uniform standards. 


Dr. Qaddouri, said the two net- 
works would serve the Arab 
World's "social, economic and 
strategic” needs, with the primary 
function of facilitating inter-Arab 
trade.

He said he was satisl ied with the 
measure*, that Jjyve. been adopted 
by the Councilor Arab Economic* t 
vnity to impose economic boy- 
cotts’ against Egypt to protect the 
Arab World from the dangers of 
the separate Egyptian-Israeli 
peace accord. 

"We had always known thut 
Israel was our enemy, because 
Israel was facing us directly across 
its borders. But l think that now 
we have a situation where Israel is 
trying to cover its face with an 
Egyptian mask. Measures to boy- 
cott Egypt and Israel are neces- 
sary. but we should also take a 
major step by boycotting the 
United States, because the United 
States is our real enemy if we are 
to judge it by its policies and its 
economic actions in all fields." Dr. 
Oamhawi said. 

Commenting on the Camp 
David process and the separate 
Egyptian-Israeli agreement. Dr. 
Oumhuu i. who is a member of the 
Executive Committee of the PLO. 
said that "the treaty has brought 
no good at all to the people under 
occupation. Ir has only increased 
the arrogance ot Israel and has 
proved to he a divisive tool in the 
Arab World. It will bring more 
instability to the people 'of the 
entire regain and create volcanic 


"In fact. I think President Car- 
ter should be worried by the 
increasing autonomy that Israel 
has acquired from the USA in the 
military field. According to sev- 
eral studies by strategic studies 
institutes, since the 1973 war and 
-the 1975 Sinai agreements Israel 
has secured quantities of arms of 
the highest sophistication, vyhich. 
enable it to launch and sustain a 
war for 3U days without requiring 
supplies from’ the U.S. via an air- 
lift. as happened in the 1973 war. 
This Israeli military capability 
means that Israel's behaviour 
might become unpredictable, 
even to the U.S. administration, 
and would constitute a sub- 
imperialism pursuing objectives of 
its own, and probably in con- 
tradiction of global and regional 
American policies. Having 
acquired this military autonomy. 
Israel can launch a war of 30 days 
without American support or 
approval. I'd say that should cause 
President Carter hours of insom- 
nia." Mr. Safieh said. 


Egypt's suspension from the 
council in accordance with 
economic sanctions passed against 
it at the Baghdad Arab ministers 
conference in March. 

“Our meeting was very suc- 
cessful in making preparations for 
the council's future," Dr. Qad- 
douri told the Jordan Times in an 
interview today. “The delegates 
presented constructive ideas and 
suggestions for strengthening the 
new course of the council." 

Despite Egypt's refusal to hand 
over CAEU documents and funds 
.held in Cairo.. Dr. Qaddouri is. 
( optimistic that with time the coun- 
cil will be operaring normally at its 
new home here in Amman. 

Delegates at the conference 
agreed on a plan to replace nearly 
all the documents with copies 
from their countries' individual 
files. Most of the CAEU's funds 
are kept outside Egypt and 
immediate financial assistance 
from member states has facilitated 
the council's sw ift move to Jordan. 
Dr. Qaddouri said. 

There is barely enough money 
in rhe CAEU's accounts in Egypt 
to pay for severance allowances to 
those council employees who have 
not allow'd their jobs to Amman, 
he said. 

Of the 112 CAEU employees in 


has purchased about 300 metres 
from the Ministry of industry and 
Commerce. By then, the council's 
files and documents should have 
been built up enough to get the 
office functioning fully. 

At this week’s meeting, involv- 
ing only two days of discussion, 
delegates representing nine coun- 
tries approved four major resol- 
utions that the council will now- 
follow up. 

The most important resolution 
calls for establishing uniform tariff 
and customs duties on raw mat- 
erials . . and. _ goods imported, ^ 
member cbuh'tries of thre.^jpb 
Common Market -- Jordan. Syntt,. 
Libya and Iraq (Egypt has been 
suspended). 

This would be the first step to 
-shift the Arab Common Market 
from its existing position as a free 
trade area into one custom union 
area." Dr. Qaddouri said. 

Such unified tariff system would 
result in an equal base for com- 
petition among similar industries 
of each state, such us textiles or 
detergent industries. 

"The first stage is to build a ‘cus- 
toms wall’ around member coun- 
tries from the outside world." Dr. 
Qaddouri said. Eventually, a 
unified tariff system would cover 
all goods imported from outside 


To utilise the two networks 
fully, the CAEU delegates passed 
a third resolution to look into 
establishing a giant pan- A rab land 
transport company providing 
freight service by rail or road. 
Existing public or private com- 
panies in Arab states council join 
the pan-Arab land transport com- 
pany. 


In another resolution, the dele- 
gates recommended ways of offer- 
ing products of Arab joint ven- 
tures the same market protection 
as similar products made by local 
companies enjoy. For example,. a 
product of a Jordanian-Kuwaiti 
joint venture, made in Jordan and 
sold in Kuwait, should have the 
same market advantage as a simi- 
lar product made by a local 
Kuwaiti company; 


Progress on all four resolution 
will be reviewed at later meetings 
of the CAEU delegates. They will 
then decide whether to implement 
the. plans and suggestions of the 
CAEU general secretariat

Three human figures, perhaps 
priests, are depicted in the paint- 
ing.

priests are commonly represented 
as masked figures by the Baby- 
lonians and other early cultures 

Teledat Ghassut dates back to 
the early Mesolithic period, 
around 7iKtll-6tlfM) BX when it 
appears to have been used as a 
nomadic camp. The site declined 
during the neolithic period hut 
flowered during the following 
ehaleolilhie (Copper - Stone 1 Age, 
.1 round 4Ut 10 -3|tit» B.C At that 
time. Dr. Hadidi said, it was a 
commercial centre. 

The settlement, which he 


describes js "proto - urban", was 
strategically located on a trade 
route through Palestine that poss- 
ibly stretched as tar north as Asia 
Minor and as far south as Aqaba 
and that also connected the area 
with east Jordan. Although there 
is evidence of jewelry being man- 
ufactured at Teleilat Ghassul. its 
inhabitants appear largely to hav e 
been merchants. Water was sup- 
plied by a now dry spring, but 
there is no evidence of agrarian 
activity. Most probably. Dr. 
Hadidi told the Jordan Times, 
food was obtained from the 
nearby plains of Jericho, where 
ehaleolilhie remains have also 
been found. 

The paiming indicates the 
Ghassulians were highly 
developed relative to their 
neighbours. Dr. Hadidi hypothes- 
ises that their religion was highly 
organised, with an ecclesiastical 
hierarchy. He believes that priests 
formed die highest social class and 
governed the city's affairs. Evi- 
dence exists nf other temples and 
paintings at the site, although no 
further excavations are planned, h 
is possible that Teleilat Ghassul 


served as the cubic centre for an 
even larger area. 

Dr. Hadidi compared the Ghas- 
sul tan culture with the con- 
temporaneous Sumerian culture 
at Ur that politically, socially and 
architecturally was more 
advanced. "And yet they fud no 
paintings. In fact we don't know of 
any others before the Egyptian 
pyramid paintings around 2900 
B.C. Perhaps because they were 
agrarian-oriented, the inhabitants 
of Ur vv ere less receptive to art and 
the depiction of human figures 
than the worldly merchants of 
Tclcilui Ghassul." 

He believes it is not far-fetched 
to imagine that the Ghassulians 
saw frescoes on trading trips to 
fatal Huyuk. a neolithic com- 
mercial centre in Turkey and the 
site of the earliest known painting, 
and learned the necessary techni- 
que there. 

The Asia Minor mural, dis- 
covered during the 1960s. also 
shows a religious procession and 
was executed around 3600 B.C.. 
350 years earlier than the Ghas- 
sulian one. It marks one end of a 
large lacuna in the history of an. 


■" We don't know nf any earlier fig- 
ure depictions in the world apart 
Irom the draw ine* — w hicli arc not 
technically classified us paintings 
of "hunting scenes'' on cave walls 
in .-Miami ra. Spain and Lascaux. 
France. They date to the early 
paleolithic, around 20.000 B.C.." 
Dr. Hadidi said. 

The Ghnssulian iresco was not 
put on display until now because it 
required extensive conservation. 
Immediately alter its discovery in 
late 1977. Dr. Hadidi requested 
UNESCO for help m Us resto- 
ration. 

The agency sent a team of 
experts, headed by Mr. Paul 
Schwartzbaunt. from the inter- 
national Centre of Conservation 
in Rome, to Amman last 
November to carry out the work, 
in April »if this year. Mr. Schwart- 
zbaum returned lor three weeks to 
supervise the final piecing 
together of the thirty-three major 
pieces and many fragments of (he 
fractured fresco. He also filled its 
lacunae with plaster, mounted the 
painting into a frame and oversaw 
its installation at the Citadel 
Museum.

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EEC countries for 
European Parliament 


BRUSSELS, June 7 (R) - The world’s first inter- 
national election begins today with Britons, Danes, 
Dutch and Irish voting to choose 136 members of a 
410-seat European Parliament selected by the people 
of the Common Market. 


But many of today's 56 million 
voters, especially in Britain and 
Denmark, are likely to stay away 
from the polls through apathy 
over an election in which the 
results will not be known until 
next Monday. 

The process will be completed 
only after the five other countries 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) — France, West 
Germany, Italy, Belgium and 
Luxembourg — vote on Sunday. 
Counting will not start until the 
last polling booths close in Italy at 
■ 10:00 p.m. 

In all, nearly 200 million Euro- 
j>ean voters are involved in this 
first election across national bor- 
ders. 

The assembly, whose members 
have previously been appointed 
by national parliaments, has little 
power and is unlikely to gain much' 
more in the near future. 

But if influential politicians are 
voted in they could add to the par- 
liament’s authority by criticising 
and questioning the Common 
Market's Brussels commission 
and ministers of the nine EEC 
countries. 

Today’s voters have 779 can- 
didates to choose from. 

In Britain, the biggest country 
to vote today, the election cam- 
paign has fizzled out after a low- 
key political battle. 

The signs are that Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher’s Con- 
servative Party will win the bulk of 
Britain's 81 seats in the assembly. 

But, amid general apathy, the 


big question is how many British 
voters will turn out in what for 
some of them is the third election 
in just over a month. 

In the Netherlands, where there 
is expected to be a neck-and-neck 
race between the ruling Christian 
Democrats and the Labour Party, 
counting does not begin until 
- Monday. 

The latest opinion polls esti- 
mate that up to two-thirds of the 
nine million Dutch voters will turn 
out to elect 25 members of tbe 
European assembly. 

In Denmark, the Gallup Poll 
predicted that the four anti-EEC 
parties will take six of the coun- 
try s 16 seats, with four or five 
each for the ruling Social Demo- 
crats and the opposition Con- 
servatives. 

Danes will be voting to fill 15 


seats. Tbe 16th is reserved for 
Greenland, which goes to the polls 
on Saturday and is expected to 
choose another anti-EEC can- 
didate. 

After a lacklustre campaign, the 1 
turnout in Denmark may be little 
more than half the 3.7 million 
electorate. 

Even in the Irish Republic, the 
most enthusiastic of EEC mem- 
bers, a vigorous campaign waged 
by the three main parties may not 
shake the 2.3 million voters out of 
apathy. 

For the first time since partition 
in 1921, Northern Ireland and the 
Republic will vote in the same 

election. 

Northern Ireland is allocated 
three of Britain's Si seats, two of 
which are expected to go to Pro- 
testants and the third to a 
Catholic. 

Elections, invariably centred on 
the Irish Republican Ann/ s guer- 
rilla war and whether the province 
should stay in the United King- 
dom or join the Republic, are 
always hard-fought in Northern 
Ireland, which could have the 
highest turnout of EEC votere.

Australian official admits father’s crime 


CANBERRA, June 7 (R) ~ The Australian Parliament was id 
uproar today over a government minis ter s admission that his father 
misappropriated. 542,000 Australian dollars ($6Q0,000)from four 
companies. Primary Industry Minister Ian Sinclair told the House of 
Representatives last night accountants found that his father, Georg* 
McCahon Sinclair, had misappropriated the money between 1960 
and 1976. His father, an accountant and form owner, died in 1976. 
He was auditor of two of the companies. Mr: Sinclair said half of the 
misting funds would be repaid from his father’s estate and family 
companies and he himself would repay the rest to the shareholders of 
the four companies. Mr. Sinclair made the admission only hours 
.before a leadtog. Melbourne newspaper, The Age, published details 
of tire accountants’ inquiry. which. he himself ordered last year. The 
opposition Labour Party said Mr. Sinclair should either resign or be 
dismissed by Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser until the Sinclair fam- 
fl/s fmandal dealings were cleared up. The prime minister defended 
Mr. Sinclair, who is one of his closest advisers and deputy leader of 
the National Country Party which governs in coalition with Mr. 
Fraser's Liberal Party. Mr. Fraser said Mr. Sinclair had done all he 
could to put every irregularity right.

Paris student 
confesses role 
in bombings 


PARIS, June 7 (API - A 22- 
year-old student of history at Paris 
University has confessed he 
organised a four-month wave of 
bomb explosions in downtown 
Paris on behalf of the Corsican 
National Liberation " Front 
(CNLF), an underground organ- 
isation seeking the island's sec- 
ession from France, police 
.announced yesterday. 

The police announcement said 
the student, Antoine Graziani, 
and his girl friend. Marie- 
Madeleine Antonini, were 
arrested Friday at their apart- 
ment. The arrests were kept secret 
for five clays to avoid alerting 
other members of the group. 

Since early February, the bomb- 
ings have caused damage to 
numerous offices and public build- 
ings, but no deaths or injuries 
were reported. The campaign 
culminated in a series of more 
than 25 explosions that rocked 
central fans on the night of May 
31. damaging mainly banks and 
travel agencies. An anonymous 
telephone call later claimed the. 
blasts were directed against organ- 
isations responsible for the “cul- 
tural alienation" of Corsica by 
French and foreign tourists. 

The police announcement said 
Mr. Graziani described himself as 
chief of the CNLF for the Paris 
area and confessed that he 
brought together the men, explo- 
sives and vehicles used in the 
bomb campaign. Mr. Graziani 
refused to identify other members 
of the group or to betray its lead- 
ers. presumably based in Corsica.! 
No additional arrests were 
reported. 

Mr. Graziani was formally 
charged with committing acts of 
political violence and is to face 
trial before France’s state security 
court. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (R) — The U.S. Senate declared in a 
resolution last night that its approval was needed before the pres- 
ident could end any defence treaty— giving new life to a court chal- 
lenge to Mr. Carter s authority to stop a defence pact with Taiwan. 

Earlier, Federal Judge Oliver Gasch dismissed a suit by a group 
of conservative congressmen led by Republican Senator Barry 
Goldwater, who claimed Mr. Carter had no right to terminate a 1954 
mutual defence treaty with Taiwan — in line with Washington’s new 
ties with Peking — without first consulting Congress. 

In a slap at the administration's China policy, the Senate resol- 
ution. passed by 59 to 35, clearly put on record the Senate's dis- 
approval of Mr. Carter's move, and Mr. Goldwater said he would 
now ask Judge Gasch to reconsider the case. 

President Carter gave notice last December that the treaty 
would end on Jan. 1. 1980. Diplomatic ties were established with 
China last Jan. 1. Many members were angry at the rebuff of an ally 
and lack of consultation with Congress. 

After the Senate had approved the resolution. Senator Frank 
Church, chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee, said he 
feared it would provide the basis for undoing the president's Asian 
policy opening the way to new litigation. 

Senator Church warned of "dire consequences" if the resolution 
were allowed to stand. He urged the Senate to adopt an amendment 
making clear that it applied only to future action on treaties, not to 
the Taiwan treaty. 

But there appeared no chance that the required unanimous 
consent of the Senate to consider the amendment would be forth- 
coming and after inconclusive debate the Senate recessed, leaving 
the matter unresolved. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, June 7 
(R) — President Anastasio Som- 
oza has imposed a three-month 
state of siege on Nicaragua in an 
attempt to crush a rebellion by 
left-wing guerrillas which has. 
reduced the country to wide- 
spread turmoil. 

Several key cities were under 
heavy attack by the Sand ini sta 
guerrillas and the country is also in 
the grip of a general strike called 
by the guerrillas to demonstrate 
support for what they describe as a 
“popular insurrection." 

A night curfew has been 
imposed throughout the country. 

Residents of Masaya, about 26 
kilometres south of Managua, 
reported that the city had been 


taken by the guerrillas. Fighting 
was also going on in Chinadega, 
Leon and Matagalpa. 

In Matagalpa, a major centre 
110 kilometres north of the cap- 
ital, residents said guerrillas had 
seized most of the city and were 
preparing to attack the national 
guard headquarters there. 

The first public reaction to 
General Somoza’s decision to 
impose the state of siegfe was a 
warning by the opposition news- 
paper La Prensa to its readers that 
ft would not publish because of 
lack of guarantees that it could 
report objectively. 

La Prensa, whose former editor 
Pedro Joaquin Chamoro was 
murdered last year, was subject to 


censorship when President Som- 
oza previously imposed, a state of 
siege. 

Costd Rican President Rodrigo 
Carazo toured the. border near ; 
Nicaragua yesterday after order? 
ing border defences strengthened; 
to prevent fighting in Nicaragua . 
from spilling over. 

The national guard said ft had . 
fought off an attack on its head- - 
quarters in Leon but admitted it 
was having trouble sending rein- 
forcements to the dty. 

The Sandinistas were reported to 
have blown up a bridge to block 
troops from reaching Leon, about 
90 kilometres north-west of Man- 
agua. 


PAR ES SALAAM, June 7 (R)— Tanzanian troops have completed 
mopping-up operations in their Ugandan offensive and most of them 
will withdraw from Uganda soon-, Tanzanian President Julias Nyer- 
ere announced Last night. But at the request of Uganda's new leaders; 
some Tanzanian soldiers will stay in the country to train a new 
Uganda army, he said in a broadcast to the nation. Dr. Nyerere 
assured Tanzania’s neighbours that he had no intention of building 
an empire and said fears that the offensive against former Ugandan 
..dictator Idi Amin’s forces could spill over into other countries were 
■ unfounded: Dr. Nyerere added that he had reached an understanding

Cyprus talks ‘ray of hope’ for progress 


NICOSIA. June 7 (R) — Cyprus 
Foreign Minister Nicos Rolandis 
said yesterday the ten-point 
agreement reached during last 
month's visit to Cyprus by Lhiited 
Nations Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim provided a ray of hope 
for progress at intercommunal 
talks due to resume here on June 
15. 

Mr. Rolandis addressed a press 
conference as U.N. representative 
Reinaldo Galindo Pohl held his 
first meeting in Nicosia with 
. George Ioann ides, the newly- 
appointed Greek Cypriot 
negotiator to the stalled talks with 
the island’s Turkish -speaking 
minority. 

An official statement after the 
-meeting said the two men dis- 
cussed procedures for tbe talks 
with the Turkish Cypriot side. 
They are expected to be held at 
■the Hedra Palace Hotel, in the 
“green line" buffer zone separat- 
ing the Greek and Turkish sectors 
of this capital, it was learned. 

The agreement, which will form 
the basis of the talks, was pro- 
moted by Mr. Waldheim and 
approved by President Spyros 
Kyprianou and Turkish Cypriot 


leader Rauf Denktash." 

In another development yes- 
terday. Turkish Cypriot leader 
Rauf Denktash made remarks in 
Ankara interpreted by some as a 
hint that his side was prepared to 
make compromises in the talks.

ANKARA, June 7 (R) — Four Americans serving long jail terms in 
Turkey for drug-smuggling and a number of Turks in U.S. prisons 
will be able to serve the rest of their sentences in their own countries 
under an agreement signed in Ankara today. The prisoner transfer 
agreement, the remit of many months of discussions, was signed by 
U.S. Ambassador Ronald Spiers and Turkish Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials. It has to be ratified by the legislatures of both countries before 
the prisoners can be transferred, but both sides said they expected 
ratification soon. Three Americans were jailed for 24 years each in 
1 973 in the southern town of Adana for trying to smuggle 1 04 kilos of 
hashish into Turkey. They are Kathy Zenz, 33, Jo Ann McDaniel, 34, / 
and Robert Hubbard, 28. Michael Ray is serving a 24-year term in 
Istanbul, also for smuggling hashish. U.S. Embassy officials in Ank- 
ara say there are believed to be 12 Turks in jails in various American 
states. Tbe two sides also signed an agreement extending past accords 
pn extradition and criminal cooperation. The new agreement calls for : 
closer cooperation between the police and judicial authorities of both 
countries. 


France to take initiative in 
preparing energy proposals 
for Tokyo economic summit 


PARIS, June 7 (R)« F^icesaid 
yesterday it was taking the initia- 
tive with its Common Market. 
. partners and in dose collaboration 
with the United States in pre- 
paring concrete proposals to 
tackle the world energy crisis. • 

President Valery Giscard 
cTEstaing will unfold his scheme at 
a Common Market summit in 
Strasbourg on June 21 and 22, in 
foe hope that objectives and a plan 
of action can be agreed by the 
industrial democracies at the 
Tokyo economic summit at foe 
end of the month. 

The French presiden t did not go 
into specifics when he announced 
bis intentions at a cabinet meeting, 
but he stressed that the consumer 
countries must avoid competition 
among themselves and con- 
frontation with oil exporting coun- 
tries. 

The Paris-based International 
Energy 'Agency predicted yes- 
terday a rapidly increasing gap 


between oil demand and available 
supplies in foe 1980s, and said 
industrial countries were not 
.doing enough to conserve energy. 

President Giscard (fEstalng 
emphasised at the cabinet meeting 
that France still attached tbe 
greatest importance to close 
liaison on energy problems with 
the oil producing countries. 

He said: “France will actively 
' pursue exchanges with the pro- 
ducing countries, to seek out a 
basis for concerted action to bal 
ance the market and avoid waste 
of natural resources.” 

Although France has no inten 
tion of joining the Internationa 
Energy Agency, which it shunne 
when industrialised countrie 
formed the agency in 1974, it : 
now explicitly seeking close coop 
eration with the United States s 
that the big oil consuming narior 
can speak with one voice c 
energy at foe Tokyo summit.

Eastern India, Bangladesh 
report deaths, extensive 
damage from heat, drought

CALCUTTA. June 7 (R) — A searing heatwave and drought have 
killed 2 58 people in two weeks and caused widespread crop des- 
truction in eastern India, officials said yesterday. In Bihar State 
alone. 198 people were reported to have died from the heat. 

As temperatures reached 43.3 centigrade, people in neighbouring 
West Bengal State offered special prayers for rain. The drought has 
scorched through jute and paddy crops in most of West Bengal’s 16 
populous districts, causing $250 million of damage. 

Eight months ago. West Bengal State was hit by devastating floods 
which left nearly 12 million people homeless. 

West Bengal State Agriculture Minister Kama! Guha said at least 
half of the state’s population of 50 million had been hit by the 
drought. 

Vast tracts of farmland had been turned Into wasteland and wells 
and streams had dried up, he said Muddy rivers were the only source 
for drinking water in many areas, he added. Clean water was being 
rushed to the districts in tankers from Calcutta. 

Meanwhile, neighbouring Bangladesh was said to be on the verge 
of a serious food and drinking water shortage as a drought, said to be 
the worst in 40 years, dried up reservoirs and scorched cropland. 

The drought had already shut down foe country's biggest hydro- 
electric power station at Kaptai and was threatening river navigation, 
a major form of transport in Bangladesh. At least four people have 
died from the heat. 


BANGKOK --Vietnam has begun 
making fresh overtures to the 
non-Communist countries of 
Southeast Asia after several* 
months of diplomatic inactivity in 
the region. 

Hanoi's Southeast Asian dip-, 
lomatic offensive was vigorously 
conducted in 1978 but lay dor- 
mant as Vietnam set about con- 
solidating its grip on Indochina 
and fending off a Chinese attack 
along its northern border this 
year. 

Hie revival suggests Hanoi is 
reasonably confident about the 
way things- are going in Kam- 
puchea and feels the time is ripe to 
follow up on progress made during' 
Vietnamese Premier Ph&m Van 
Dong's Southeast Asian tour last 
September. 

It could also be part of a major 
new effort to win recognition for 
the pro-Hanoi' administration in 
Kampuchea, which took over last 
January after a massive Viet- 
namese-led offensive ousted the 


pro-Peking regime of Premier Pol 
Pot. 

Mr. Dong assured countries of 
the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (ASEAN) during ' 
his tour that Vietnam believed in 1 
peaceful co-existence and non- 
interference in the internal affairs 
of other countries. 

Shortly afterwards Vietnam 
backed the foundation of an 
anti-Pol Pot movement in Kam- 
puchea and sent an estimated 
100,000 troops to topple the 
regime. 

Reaction in ASEAN—which 
groups Indonesia, Malaysia, " the 
Philippines, Singapore .and 
Thailand— was predictably angry, 
despite the widely reported brut- 
ality of the ousted regime. 

Vietnam may be hoping now 
that ASEAN's suspicions and 
fears of Vietnamese intentions 
after the Kampuchean operation 
are beginning to evaporate. 

But there are few signs of this. 
With Vietnamese troops in west- 
ern Kampuchea believed to be 
only a few kilometres from the 


Thai border in a number of places 
as they move to destroy Pol Pot 
resistance, there is increasing con-, 
cere inside and outside Thailand 
about the potential for incidents. 

One worry is that Vietnamese- 
led forces might come across foe . 
border in "hot pursuit" of their 
Pol Pot enemies fleeing to Thai- 
land. Thai Prime Minister 
Kriangsak Chora an an has already 
said Thailand will not permit fore- 
ign forces to violate its territory- 
along the eastern border with 
Kampuchea. 

In Thailand, there has been a 
distinct revival of deep-rooted 
suspicions about Vietnam’s inten- 
tions towards Southeast Asia, 
especially since Kampuchea has • 
‘ceased to be a buffer state. 

One indication of the feeling in 
ASEAN towards Vietnam has 
been a sudden rash of statements-, 
on whether or not the economic 
grouping should engage in a milit- 
*ary pact. 

Even though opinions differ — 
and both Thai and Malaysian' 
leaders appear to have ruled out. 
any such pact at the moment — it 
seems significant that there is 
open discussion about a subject 
that was scarcely aired at all 
before this year. 

Until its decision to work for 
closer relations with ASEAN, 
Hanoi frequently attacked 
ASEAN as a military alliance. 

A few years ago it stopped mak- 
ing these allegations and began 
■ striving for greater friendship with 
ASEAN countries in a bid to

make inroads into diplomatic 
gains by China in 'the region. 

China itself suffered a setback 
to its regional prestige when the 
regime it backed was ousted from 
Phnom Penh. But it appeared to 
regain ground when it attacked 
Vietnam, convincing many South- 
east Asians ft was no ‘paper tiger’. 

Paradoxically, although some 
countries were doubtless secretly 
delighted at the Chinese attempt, 
to slap Vietnam down, they were, 
also scared that foe conflict could 
flare on a much wider scale and 
bring in Vietnam’s ally tire Soviet 
Union. 

Undaunted by the attack, Vie- 
tnam has extended its influence in 


shores from Vietnam. Thailand 
the hardest-hit, is desperately try- 
ing to staunch a flow of tens of- 
thousands of Kampucheans as 
well. 

Vietnam sought to assuage 
some of the anger by appearing at i 
a 24-nation conference on'/ 
Indochina refugees in Jakarta in ; 
mid-May and announcing a plan! 
to curb foe chaotic exodus of 
“boat- people” by allowing 
refugees to go. directly to countries 
of permanent resettlement. 

The second major stumbling 
block relates to Kampuchea, a 
source not only of Thailand's 
major refugee headache. but also, 
of tension along the border and of 
potential regional instability.

ASEAN countries have become 
increasingly resentful about the 
flood of refugees coming to'their
